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FROM THE DIRECTOR'S DESK 


As a result of increase in demand for Primary education, a large number of students now 
enroll at the primary schools in West Bengal The West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education (WBBPE) through the District Primary School Councils (DPSCs); Directorate 
of School Education (DSE) through the District Inspectors of Schools (DVs), Sub- 
Inspectors of Schools (SUs), Circle Level Resource Centres and Paschim Banga Sarba 
Siksha Mission (PBSSM) through their District Project Office (DPO) under the 
Department of School Education, Government of West Bengal share various 
responsibilities for management of primary education in the state. A large number of 
Shishu Siksha Kendra (SSKs) have also been established under the Department of 
Panchayat and Rural Development, Govt of West Bengal, which function as primary 
schools in the state. Thus a highly decentralized, elaborate network for management of 


primary schools is in place for achieving the target of Education For All (EFA) in West 
Bengal. 


The present study was taken up to explore how far the benefits of such an arrangement of 
school education particularly at the primary level are reaching in a remote block namely 
Canning-I where the literacy rate is 61.2396. The gender gap in the literacy rate is higher 
in this block compared to the corresponding state level gap. The Canning-I block of the 
district of South 24 Parganas being in the vicinity of the Sunderbans has unique 
challenges for any developmental activity. It was assumed that identification of 
challenges to EFA in such remote areas will lead to better understanding of the situation 
and in tum will help the School Education Department in management of EFA through 
appropriate action. 


Through the present survey an attempt was made to understand how the Teachers, 
Parents, Students and other Community members perceive the requirement of primary 
education and to collect their comments on availability of resources in the area as well as 
their demand for better implementation. 


It was found during the study that a large number of children belonging to Scheduled 
Caste, Scheduled Tribe, Other Backward Class and Minority categories were enrolled in 
schools in Canning -I block. Hence state of affairs in these institutions was an area of 
particular interest in the study. 


The present survey was undertaken to assess the situation at a micro level e.g. to conduct 
a reality check in terms of availability of adequate resources and the extent of willingness 
of the community to utilize the opportunity. The study also intended to analyse the 
situation and identity factors responsible for any gap 


There are 112 primary schools with 399 teachers and 24101 students in Canning-I block 
located in two circles e y. Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif Questionnaires were dey eloped 
for different categories of target groups in the study, which were administered through 
supervisors and enumerators who were appropriately trained for the purpose

Significant findings of this study: 


* Enrolment pattern in primary education of General/SC/ST/OBC/Minority is similar 
and the challenges faced by these communities are due to socio-economic factors. 
* Percentage of enrolment of boys and girls is almost equal but more girls tend to be 
pushed out. 
= Students are regular in their attendance in schools. 
= Most teachers have indicated that students have strong urge for education and are 
generally interested in school activities. 
* Students have reported to take private tuition as they feel that they can understand 
better and can ask lot of questions to the private tutor. 
* Parents visit schools to enquire about the problems faced by their wards. 
* Many schools (51%) do not have adequate number of teachers and there are two 
single teacher schools in the area under study. 
* Teachers are mostly graduates and a large proportion of the teachers are untrained. 
= Distance of school from residence (2-5 Km) is a concem for many students. 
* Some schools reported that they don't receive textbooks at all and some complaint 
was received indicating delay in receipt of textbook. 
. ^o pq of space in classroom and absence of playground in many schools were 
ound. 
* Although majority of schools-have their own pucca building, most of them are in 
the form of big hall. ! 
* Inadeguacy of toilet and drinking water facilities in many schools were noticed. 
* Mid-day meals are regularly served in 94% of schools. 
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* Some schools reported that uniform for girl students are not received by them. 

* Head teachers have pointed out that cultural activity, outdoor games, excursion for 
nature study and physical training classes are also organized in the school apart 
from the prescribed academic activity. 

* VEC/MTA members claim to provide helping hand in solving problems faced by 
schools, however teachers have different opinion.

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CHAPTER- 1 


PREAMBLE 


Education is one of the important fundamental human rights and is a powerful 
instrument for social transformation. It plays the most important role in learncr's 
physical, social, emotional, moral and intellectual development and also in social 
progress. It helps in combating poverty and increases the potential for economic 
productivity. Promotion of human rights and democracy, control of population growth 
and protection of environment may also be brought about by education. Denial of such 
rights impairs individual development and in turn national development. 


Education has been declared as a basic right of all people in Universal Declaration ¿f 
Human Rights adopted by the General Assembly of the United Nations in the year 1948 


This has been proclaimed in several international deliberations, viz, 


1959(Nov) The Declaration on the Rights of the Child adopted by the 


United Nation General Assembly. Education is declared as right of every 
child. 


1960-1966 UNESCO holds four World Regional Conferences on 
Education that help to establish time-bound regional goals to provide free 
and compulsory primary education to all children. The meetings are held 


in Karachi (1960), Addis Ababa ( 1961), Santiago (1962) and Tripoli 
(1966). 


1990 (March) The World Conference on Education For All (Jomtien) co- 
sponsored by UNDP, UNESCO, UNICEF, the World Bank and later 


UNFPA presents a global consensus on an expanded vision of basic 
education. 


1993 (Dec) The E-9 Education Summit (New Delhi) 
Representatives of the Governments of the nine most populous nations in 
the developing world (Bangladesh, C hina, Egypt, India, Indonesia, 


Mexico, Nigeria and Pakistan) pledge to achieve the goal of Universal 
Primary Education by the year 2000

Inspite of all these declarations and decisions at the international level, it has been 
reported in The State of the World's Children, 1999 that 130 million children in the 
developing world are denied this right and almost two-thirds of them are girls One-sixth 
of the world's population is illiterate-the majority of them are women. Certain key factors 
have therefore emerged for the fulfillment of world's commitment to the principle of 
Education For All: 


1 Schooling should provide a foundation for continuing learning throughout life 
2.1 should be accessible, flexible and have high quality 

3.It has to be gender-sensitive and emphasize girls' education 

4.The state has to be a key partner 

5.Schooling should begin with care for the young child. 


India currently houses the largest absolute number of illiterates compared to any other 
country and every third illiterate in the world is an Indian. Close to one-fifth to a quarter 
of the total population of children in the primary school-going age (6 to 14 years) 
segment are reported to be out of school by the major official data sources. 


After independence in the year 1947,our Constitution was adopted in 1950 in which 
Education came under the purview of Directive Principles of State Policy. There the 
formulation of provision for free and compulsory education to children is as follows,

“The State shall endeavour to provide, within a period of ten years from the 
commencement of this Constitution, for free and compulsory education for all 
children until they complete the age of fourteen years.” (Art 45) 

The target year mentioned for this purpose was within 10 years i.e., by 1960.But such a 
target could not be achieved. The target had to be revised first to 1970, then to 1976 and 
later on to 1990.The target date, according to National Policy on Education (NPE), 1986 
was 1995.The revised NPE of 1992 has further revised the target .It states, “It shall be 
ensured that free and compulsory education of satisfactory quality is provided to all 
children up to 14 years of age before we enter the twenty first century.” But here also, the 
goal remained unfulfilled till December 2002. 


A recent report of NCERT (NCF, 2005) points out that the incidence of adult illiteracy in 
India is 37 percent and dropout cases at Primary school level of 53 percent have been 
registered in India. By and large, this is the situation in most of the developing and 
backward countries of the world. 

The UNESCO in a report in 1997 pointed out the following possible consequences of 
keeping such a large population uneducated. 


1. It impedes economic, social and cultural development. 
2. It obstructs successful democratic functioning. 
3. It poses as one of the greatest threats to world peace. 


Supreme Court in a landmark judgment in 1993 in the State of Andhra Pradesh Vs 
Unnikrishnan case made Elementary Education virtually a Fundamental Right. 
Meanwhile, the essential task of spreading basic education was emphasized in a large 
number of International deliberations. At the National level also, there was increasing 
popular demand for access to education .As a result of all these, the Indian Parliament 
adopted the 86th amendment of the Constitution in 2002 where free and compulsory 
elementary education to all children of the age of six to fourteen years came under the 
chapter of Fundamental Right in the form of Article 21(A). Thus, guaranteeing 
elementary education for all children became a constitutional duty for the Union 
Government. However, this provision prescribed the minimum age of 6 years, which was 
not there in the earlier provision under the Directive Principles of State Policy (Art .45). 


Article 21A i.e.. Right to Education as per the 86" amendment of the Constitution, 2002 
reads as follows: 
"The State shall provide free and compulsory education to all children of the age of 


six to fourteen years in such a manner as the State, may, by law determine." 
Art21A (1) 


Art 45 of the Constitution has been substituted by, "The State shall 
early childhood care and education for all children until they co

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For achieving these targets, the Govemment of India launched twin project viz., 


1. District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) in 1994 

2. Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan(SSA) in 2001 
DPEP is primarily responsible for taking care of primary education in selected parts of 
our country whereas SSA takes care of elementary education throughout our country. 


The Government of West Bengal has taken up the task of Universalization of Elementary 
Education (UEE) and set up a special body named Paschim Banga Sarva Shiksha 
Mission (SSA-DPEP)). The implementation of such a project was attempted through 
provision of inputs like opening more schools, building new class rooms, arranging more 
toilet facilities, appointing new teachers, supplying teaching learning materials, 
expanding teacher training facilities etc. Community mobilization programmes were 
undertaken along with the establishment of Circle Level Resource Centres (C.L.R.Cs), 
Village Education Committees (V.E.C) in all DPEP districts. All these were done not 
only to enhance enrolment and retention in schools but also to improve the quality of 
education in the country. 


But such attempts do not always bring the desired result in a diverse and developing 
country with vast population as ours. There are always certain gaps between plans, 
programmes and their execution. As a result, the benefits offered by the state do not 
always fully reach the target group of the population. It is.therefore a national task for all 
agencies and organizations operating in the field of elementary education to identify these 
gaps and leakages to ascertain the factors responsible and suggest possible remedial 
measures. 


The State Council of Educational Research and Training (WB) has taken up this 
project titled, "Study of Availability of Educational Facilities to Primary school 
students in Canning —I block of South 24 parganas” as a modest beginning towards 
this uphill task. An effort will be made to extend this study to other parts of the state in 
due course. 


CHAPTER- 2 


RATIONALE OF THE PROJECT 


Primary Education is a top priority concem of the Govemment of West Bengal. It is free 
for all children. The medium of instruction used is the mother tongue with English 
introduced as the compulsory second language from class I since 2005-06. The policy of 
no detention has been followed by the Government in the primary classes since the year 
1981 following recommendations of the Primary Education Syllabus Committee chaired 
by Principal Himanshu Bimal Majumdar. 

The National Policy on Education (NPE) 1986 emphasized the need to improve upon the 
quality of Government and Government sponsored schools so that irrespective of socio- 
economic background, every child has access to basic education of comparable quality. 
In this context learning conditions related to primary school have been examined in this 
report and the block chosen for this purpose is Canning –1 (including Ghutiarisharif 
Circle) which being very near to Kolkata is characterized by several socio-economic 
infirmities. 

This report focuses on the learning environment in schools namely School building, 
Drinking water facilities, Toilet facilities, Text book availability, Mid-day Meal, 
Number of teachers, class rooms etc. 

However, availability of facilities by itself does not mean ideal learning conditions in 
schools. The real indicator of qualitative schooling is the actual utilization of the 
facilities. 

Therefore the objectives of this study can be summarized as follows: 


1) To find out how far the facilities provided by the Government reach the schools 

2) To find out how far the target groups are willing and able to avail these facilities 

3) To find out the factors responsible for the gap between the above two stages 

4) To formulate and recommend remedial measures to bridge the gaps, both objective 
and subjective, so as to ensure greater enrolment and retention 


During the period of December 2005 to February 2006. the survey was conducted in all 
the primary schools of the Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif to study the availability of 
educational facilities to the Primary school students E 

In this report, we present the major trends revealed by the responses received from the 
Head teachers, Teachers, Community members, Parents and class IV Students of 
the primary schools. These responses have been arranged in relevant tables and also 
shown in the form of appropriate bar diagrams and pi charts

METHODOLOGY 


Following broad methodology was adopted in conducting the study. This study was 
based on empirical survey. No hypothesis was made for testing. Preliminary data were 
collected from secondary source, mainly publications of the State Governments. Detailed 
survey was made to procure primary data. According to official report, the areas under 
the study i.e., Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif has 113 primary schools. However our own 
study has revealed that the number is one short. Information and opinion were collected 
by administering through enumerators, structured questionnaire supplemented by 
personal interview. These data were collected from five categories of relevant people 
viz., Head teachers (Category 1, questionnaire no.1), Teachers (Category 2, questionnaire 
no.2), Community members (Category 3, questionnaire no.3), Parents (Category 4, 
questionnaire no.4) and Students (Category 5, questionnaire no.5). For basic information 
about the schools, we approached the Head teachers of all the 112 schools .The response 
was total. For other categories, the study was made through selected samples as given 
below:

CHOICE OF SAMPLES: 


General data about the objective conditions of schools were obtained from the Head 
teachers and the number of sample was small (112). However for all the other queries, 
the responses would naturally be unmanageably large in number. Hence for collecting 
these data (category 2 to 5), suitable samples were selected. Sample size and variety were 
mainly chosen considering accessibility and balanced representation of different 


categories oi families and pupils. Particular care was taken to ensure that the weaker and 
more vulnerable sections received due focus. 


LIMITATIONS: 
However this study had certain limitations, which are indicated below: 


1.Sample Size: Initially out of 112 primary schools, 70 schools were selected and these 

schools were categorized on the basis of the caste composition of the student population. 

Accordingly, two groups of 30 schools each having more than 150 student popuiation, 

both General and SC were marked as General and Scheduled Category schools 

respectively. 6 schools having considerable ST student population and 4 schools having 
considerable OBC student population were also marked for this purpose.2 students (1 boy 
& lgirl) were proposed for survey from each of GC and SC category of schools thus 
making the total student population of 60 in each category. For ST and OBC category of 
schools, 10% and 15% of total student population in sampled schools were proposed for 
the survey thereby accounting for 20 students in ST category and 60 students in the OBC 
category. Hence the sample size of students was 200 for the study. On the same basis 
200 parents of these students were also proposed for the survey. But the actual number of 
respondents that was obtained in the survey is given in the table prepage. 

With progress of the survey work, the schools that were marked as General Category 
schools were further categorized as Minority schools having considerable number of 
minority student population. 

Therefore this study could be more valid if the sample size could be increased. 


2 The possibility of leakages between what was sought to ascertain and what was actually 
collected cannot be ruled out. This was mainly because of difficulty of communication 
between the enumerators and the target groups, relatively low level of awareness of the 
parents, inadequate level of maturity of the pupils and difference between the spirit of the 
questionnaire and the perception of the respondents for which considerable subjectivity 
might have crept into the data received. 

This has been revealed in the mutually incompatible and often contradictory responses 
from different target groups on the same issue. 


The other measures taken were as follows: 


1. Chairman, District Primary School Council, South 24 parganas and D.I. (Pry) 
were informed and consulted in regard to the nitty gritty of the project 
2. Core group meeting for obtaining views from selected experts for the above 


project was held on August 17, 2005

Several face to face discussions and telephonic conversations were held with two 
5.1/5 of Canning —1 and Ghutiarisharif respectively starting from October 


26, 2005, These meetings were held both at SCERT (WB) premises and S | 
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offices. 
Two sessions of face-to-face discussions were held with Head teachers of the 
Primary schools of Canning-l and Ghutiarisharif on November 07,2005. 
Ten enumerators and two supervisors were engaged for carrying out the survey 
and detailed discussions were held with them on December 02,2005 at the 5.1. 
office of Canning-I about the nature and scope of the study, pattern of questions 
and way of collecting the responses from the target groups. Clarifications on a 
few points were provided to the enumerators. 
The enumerators collected data from the Teachers, Parents and Students whereas 
the supervisors obtained data from the Community members viz., VEC members, 
members from Gram Panchayat etc., apart from an overall supervision of the 
survey. 
Discussions were also held with the respective Resource Teachers and VEC 
members of the Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif circle on December 02,2005. 
Collection of data was completed by February 12, 2006. 
The raw data thus collected were processed and collated in tabular format with 
relevant break ups. 
The processed data thus obtained were analysed and the final report prepared on 


the basis of interpretation of these data.

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CHAPTER- 5 


DETAILS OF DATA COLLECTED 
HEAD TEACHERS 
(CATEGORY —1) 


Out of 113 primary schools, raw data from 112 schools were obtained out of which 109 


schools are day schools and the remaining three are morning schools.

schools of Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif. Out of the total student strength, 51% are boys 
and 49% are girls. (Chart-5.1)

The above table also reflects that percentage of enrolment of boys and girls in 
each category is on an average equal i.e., nearing 50%, exception being in the 
enrolment amongst OBC boys & girls in Class П and ST boys & girls in classes 
Ш and IV.

Total number of dropout students as reported by the Head teachers is 136 from a 
total student strength of 24,101, out of which 62 are boys and 74 are girls. This 
shows that number of girls dropping out of schools is more than that of boys. It is 


clear from the table that dropout number is maximum in class I.

Out of the total 68 primary teachers surveyed, all of them opined that Mid-Day Meal 
scheme is regularly operative in their schools In 10 schools, it is served before noon and 
in 55 other schools it is served between | p.m to 2 p.m.and in the remaining 3 schools 
after 2.00p.m.Meals are generally prepared by two female cooks in each school 
nominated either by the Village Education Committee members or any NGO functioning 
in that area. In few cases the meals are prepared by members from voluntary 
organizations functioning in that locality after which meals are served either by the 
teacher themselves or by the cooks and their helpers and even by the parents/guardians 
and NGO members

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CHAPTER- 10 
SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


1. NUMBER OF SCHOOLS, THEIR TIMING AND DURATION: 

Canning -1 Block and Ghutiarisharif circle has 112 primary schools out of which 109 schools 
are day schools and the remaining 3 schools are morning schools. From official sources it has 
been ascertained that two of the three morning schools in the block have no school building of 
their own and therefore these schools are housed in the buildings of other schools that work in 
the day time. The morning schools naturally get shorter working hours (6 am to 10 am) in 
comparison with day schools (11 am to 4 pm). It is also reported that these morning schools 
will shortly move to their own building and this problem will be solved. 


2. LANGUAGE OF INSTRUCTION: 
106 primary schools use Bengali language as t 
both Bengali and English for the same. 3 schools 
used during instruction. However officials assert that this is not the c 
Presumably the respondents failed to understand the question.

3. STUDENTS' ENROLMENT: 
A total of 24,101 students are reportedly enro

More than 50% of primary students belong to Scheduled Caste (SC), followed by those 
of Minority and General Category (GC), their percentage being 47% of the total. The 
percentage of enrolment of boys and girls in each of these categories is on an average 
equal i.e., nearing 50% in each case. [Source: Head teacher, Table-5.2, page 12] 
This survey was conducted on 174 primary students out of which 52% were boys and 48% 
were girls. Of the total surveyed 174 students, 39.65% belonged to SC category, 33.9% to 
Minority group, 11.4% to ST, 8.04% 10 OBC and 6.89% belonged to GC.

4. STUDENTS’ ATTENDANCE AND ATTITUDE TOWARDS SCHOOL: 
97% of students attend schools regularly (Source: Student, page 83] which goes 
against the teacher's opinion of students” irregular attendance in schools. Out of this, 50% of 
boys and 47% of girls attend school regularly. This regularity in attendance indicates students 
liking for school and education. Here parental encouragement, Mid-Day Meal, fascination 
for teachers definitely play a part. 
87% of teachers state that students have strong affinity towards school. However only 56% 
of teachers feel that student's interest in receiving education is genuine. 34% of teachers 
complain about inattentiveness of students in the classrooms. 
[Source: Teacher, Table-6.5, page 29]. But at the same time, 88% of teachers 
admit that students are obedient and are friendly towards their classmates. 


5. TEACHERS’ NUMBER AND QUALIFICATION: 

It is found after the survey that the total number of teachers іп Canning-I and 
Ghutiarisharif is 399 (as on Feb 12, 2006), out of which 73% are male teachers 
and 27% are female teachers.

88% of parents visit schools and holds consultation with the teachers regarding progress made by 
their wards and the visit is mostly done once in a month. This reflects that parents though 
illiterate are interested in providing education to their wards and try to remain informed about 
their progress. Continuing with this trend, 96% of parents feel that education is required for their 
wards and both boys and girls deserves equal level of education. Six parents surveyed however 
feel on the contrary and one parent did not even respond. 

As regards to the levels of education, approximately 30% of parents want their wards to study up 
to Madhyamik level and very few are interested in providing higher education to their wards. A 
large section of parents did not respond to this question although they send their wards to school. 
This may be due to indecisiveness about educating girl children or involving the boy child in 
earning a livelihood for his family. Nobody is interested in providing vocational education to 
their girl children barring one parent in the Minority group who would like to provide vocational 
education to his boy child. 
Teachers on the other hand hold the view and as also obtained from the survey that parents are 
not able to provide conducive atmosphere to their wards for studying at home.

The table reveals and also confirmed by Head teachers that 64% of parents are not able to 
provide separate place for studying at home, [Source: Head teacher, Table-5.14, page- 24]. 
32% of parents are not able to provide or purchase books, copies etc (confirmed by 78% of 
teachers, Table-6.8, page 34 and also by head teachers), 51% of parents say that their wards 
have to perform household chores and therefore children do not get time to study at home; 
50% of parents say that their wards have to search for jobs as most of the families have low- 
income ranging from Rs 500/- to Rs 5000/-.Head teachers opine that parents are only able to 
provide food and shelter to their wards and are not able to provide any kind of learning 
assistance or psychological support to their wards. 

In contrast to what is seen from the above table, surveyed students opine that their parents 
encourage and motivate them to study. Exceptions being only six surveyed parents whose 
reasons for not encouraging their wards are cited below:

Talking about parents, 60% of teachers affirm that parents are not aware about the importance of 
education in the life of their wards nevertheless they cooperate fully with the teachers and 
schools in providing education to their wards. [Source: Teacher, Table-6.6, page 31] 


8.PUPIL-TEACHER RATIO: 

The average pupil-teacher ratio (PTR) in Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif is found to be 60:1 
as against the declared norm of 40:1. Maximum PTR of 323:1 is found in Boyersing F.P 
school followed by that in Kripakhali F.P. school with P T R of 245:1 


9.DISTANCE OF SCHOOL FROM STUDENT'S RESIDENCE: 

77% of primary schools are located within a distance of 2 km from student's residence; 
18% of schools are within 2-5 km whereas remaining 6 schools are located beyond 5 km 
All the 163 surveyed parents state that their wards commute to and fro from schools on 
foot. [Source: Head teacher, Table-5.3, page 14] 
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10.SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND CLASSROOMS: 

Only 72% of primary schools have their own pucca buildings, 21 Yo are partially pucca and 5.35% 
have kaccha buildings. [Source: Head teacher, Table-5.4, page 15]. Remaining schools 

viz. Dakshin Bansra S.N.F.P, Monosapukur Bansra F.P. and Saratpally Rekha Sardar F.P. 

donot have their own building. 

33% of schools have one classroom in the form of a big hall where all the classes are held, the 
halls have no partition for separate classes and 32% other schools have two classrooms. However, 
Canning Rajkrishna A.S.J.B _ a school having kaccha building has 8 classrooms and Saint Gabriel 
F.P.- a school with partially pucca building has 7 classrooms. Official sources say that 

former school has 3 classrooms and the latter has 4 classrooms. 

68% of schools donot have adequate space in the classrooms to accommodate the ever increasing 
number of students as reported by the Head teachers. The teachers (82%) also confirm this fact 
of inadequacy of space in classrooms.71% of teachers say that classrooms are small in size.69% 
of surveyed teachers affirm that numbers of students are more compared to the capacity of 

the classrooms creating problems for the teachers to teach and students to follow.37%o of teachers 
also complain about insufficient light in the classrooms. [Source: Teacher, Table-6.4. page 28]. 
72% of them opine that classroom conditions on an average are satisfactory but furniture such 

as chairs, tables, and blackboards needs to be fixed. [Source: Teacher, Table-6.1, page 26]. 

49% of parents have expressed that school condition is good but only a meager percentage (27%) 
of parents state that classroom conditions are good. (Source: Parent, page 42) 


11.NON- ENROLMENT OF CHILDREN: 

As reported by the Community members in the survey, the number of never-enrolled boys 
(2298) is relatively greater than that of never enrolled girls (2200). This trend of not getting 
enrolled in schools is maximally noticed among Minority group followed by that in SC category. 
[Source: Community member, Table-7.2, page 38] 

After the survey it has been found that 28 out of 293 children in the age group of 5-10 years are 
not enrolled in schools, the percentage being 9.55%[Source: Parent, page 42] 


12.DROPPING OUT OF STUDENTS: 


Total number of dropouts as reported by Head teachers in 2005-06 is 136 out of which 62 are 
boys and 74 are girls. This shows that number of girls dropping out of schools is more than that 
of boys and the dropout is maximally noticed in class I. [Source: Head Teacher, Table-5.2.1, 
page 14] 

Community members however report that the number of dropouts is maximum in the Minority 
category with 63% of girl student dropout and 37% of boy student dropout. For all other 
categories, the number of dropouts among boys and girls are more or less equal. [Source: 
Community member, Table-7.3, page 38] 

It has been found after the survey that 17 out of 293 children in the age group of 5 -10 years 
dropped out of schools from classes II, the percentage being 5.8 Yo and 1. (Source: Parent, page 
42] 


Some reasons, which are cited by the teachers, are as follows: 
93 % of teachers state that student's dropout is mainly due to their involvement in household 
chores and family profession. Community members say that compared to all other categories, SC 
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students are mostly engaged in carrying out household work whereas students belonging to 
Minority group prefer to help in running the family business. [Source Teacher, Table-6.10, page 


35 ¿Community member, Table-7.4, page 39] 


a) This however goes against the responses made by the parents. wa 
b) 81% of teachers say that a large chunk of student population have to earn their living due to 
poor economic conditions of the family. This opinion of teachers and community members 


also does not match with the parent's view. 


c) 49% of teachers feel that paucity of space in the classrooms could contribute to students 
dropping out of schools. [Source: Teacher, Table-6.10, page 35]. In some cases the 
ambience of classroom is not up to the mark -the rooms are either without plaster or are not 
painted, there are no electricity connections or sitting arrangements in classrooms. Students 


sit on the floor during class hours. 


d) 31% of teachers however allege that students themselves are not interested in studies.

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14. INCENTIVE SCHEMES: 
Following are the incentive schemes that are available with the students: 


a) AVAILABILITY OF TEXT BOOKS: 
19% of the schools do not get any textbooks and 49% of schools don't get textbooks on time and 
the delay is as high as by six months. (Source: Head teacher, Table-5.10, page 22]. This fact is 
also confirmed by 66% of teachers but disputed by the officials . [Source: Teachers, 

Table-6.4, page 28]. Specific reason for delay is however unknown, some respondents say that 
books do not reach the CLRC office from go-down on time and the CLRC offices are unable the 
reach the books to school due to large distance between schools and CLRC offices. 

In addition, 78% of teachers opine that educational accessories available with the schools are 
inadequate. [Source: Teacher, Table-6.8, page 34]. 

Authorities concerned however say that teachers do not properly utilize the fund (i.e, 

Rupees Five hundred per teacher) given to the them under SSA for buying the Teaching 
Learning Material for the students. 


b) AVAILABILITY OF FREE UNIFORM TO GIRL STUDENTS: 

62% of primary schools donot receive uniform for their girl students 

[Source: Head teacher, Table-5.12, page 23]. Some of the reasons cited by the head 
teachers is that uniforms are not sent by the CLRC offices and even not by the responsible 
authority „Ош of 34% of primary schools receiving uniforms, clear data about number of 
students actually getting uniforms, both category and school wise is not obtained. 
Concerned functionaries however say that all primary students irrespective of caste should 
receive uniforms . 
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‹) AVAILABILITY OF MID-DAY MEAL (MDM): 

According to the Head teachers, 94% of primary schools get MDM on a regular basis. This has 
also been confirmed by 95% of parents. [Sources Head teacher, Table-5 11, page 

23;Parent, page 42]. From the survey it has come out that there are three 

schools where Mid-day Meal is not regular and they are Ghoshpara F.P., Tentulberia F.P. and 
Thakuraniberia F.P Four schools viz . Dabujoyramkhali F P , Korakati Madhya Para F.P., 
Lakshminarayanpur F P. and Madukhali Е.Р did not respond to this question regarding provision 
of Mid-day Meal in the schools 

Teachers however suggest providing dry food instead of cooked food to the students and overall 
responsibility of implementing the scheme should not be made to lie with either the teachers or 
the managing committee of the school but with some other external agencies, self-help groups 
etc

15.PRIVATE TUITION: 
90% of parents feel that their wards require additional educational assistance at home. 
[Source: Parent, page 42]. This assistance comes either from the parents 
themselves or from some other family members, private tutors, coaching classes etc. The 
survey has revealed the following:

bringing more children to school 

d) Quality teaching by the teachers 

e) Regular parent teacher meetings in schools 

f) Provision of separate toilet facilities for teachers and students; separate toilet for girl students 

and lady teachers 

g) School to have its own playground and sufficient playing materials for students 

h) Improved road conditions and pleasant ambience of school and the locality in which the 
school is located 

i) Regular inspection of schools by the concerned authorities 

1) Ensuring timely supply of books 

k) Doing away with the policy of no detention 

m) Computer and library facilities for students in schools 

n) Improving the quality and quantity of food provided during Mid-Day Meal 

0) School taking the responsibility of creating awareness among parents/guardians and arousing 
interest in students 


17(a). SUPPORT FROM COMMUNITY MEMBERS: 

Total number of community members surveyed is 30 and they are from 10 gram panchayats 
namely,Gopalpur,Matla I& П ,Itkhola, Dighirpar, Nikarighata, Dania. Hatpukuria,Bansra,and 

Taldi. 

The survey revealed that the community members generally donot come forward in addressing 
the problems faced by the schools but they render their support in conducting educational and 
health awareness programmes for students, teachers, parents and community in their locality. 
They also endeavour to make alternate arrangements for providing drinking water and toilets 
facilities to students and teachers. [Source: Community member, Table-7.5, page 41]. Head 
teachers however state that Village Education Committee (VEC) members, Mother Teacher 
Association (MTA) provides support in solving problems related to management of schools, 


enrolment and retention of students, dropout and student absenteeism etc along with other 
developmental activities. 


(b). SUPPORT FROM VOLUNTARY ORGANIZATIONS/LOCAL CLUBS: 

Head teachers, Community members and other teachers-all share a common opinion and that is 
local clubs, voluntary organizations donot play any significant role in addressing the problems of 
the schools. Few clubs, however organize health camps etc., in the locality. [Sources: Community 
member, Table-7.6, page 41; Teacher Table-6.11, page 35]

RECOMMENDATIONS 


In view of our findings laid out in the preceding chapter (Summary of findings), 
following recommendations are made 


* [n our survey we have found that a total of 24,101 students are enrolled in 112 primary 
schools of Canning-I and Ghutiarisharif area in the academic year 2005 Keeping in mind 
the fact of burgeoning number of students-either more primary schools need to be opened 
or existing school buildings along with other facilities be extended with more classrooms 
to avoid over crowding. This should be in accordance with the norms as prescribed by the 
Government to have at least one school per habitation with a population of 300 persons 
within a distance of 1 km for children belonging to 6-11 years of age group. 


School buildings, unplastered and unpainted, with leaking roofs and crumbling structures 
need to be repaired and maintained. Pucca building for all the primary schools has 
become a necessity with proper electricity connections in each and every room including 
the toilets and kitchen. Schools should have boundary walls as a measure of protection 
for the students. Roads approaching schools have to be concretized and raised because 
during rainy seasons roads get inundated and communication to schools becomes a real 
problem. In addition the ambience of school along with its neighbourhood has to be 
improved. 


We have found a number of schools, which do not have sufficient and proper sitting 
arrangements. Sitting arrangements for students in the form of low and high benches etc. 
has therefore become imperative as students of most of the schools sit on the floor even 
during rainy and winter seasons. Each and every class or section for that matter should be 
equipped with blackboard. Schools should have adequate number of almirahs etc., and 
there should not be any dearth in teaching-learning materials and other accessories 
required for smooth functioning of schools. 

[FINDING 10] 


Teachers are the key to successful running of any schools. To combat the problem of 
inadequacy of teachers in this area, steps should be initiated for recruitment and 
subsequent placement of trained teachers at the earliest. Appointment of more female 
teachers is required. This is also in accordance with the prevailing Government norms to 
have at least two teachers for every primary schools and ultimately aiming at providing 
one teacher for every class or section in primary school. [FINDING 5] 


If we pay decisive weightage to teachers' opinion regarding parental unawareness, 
teachers should accept the responsibility to convince parents about the fact that primary 
education is essential for their children for building a good base in life. They will have to 
motivate parents to send their wards to school and inculcate love, affection and help for 
each child so that they develop interest in their studies. [FINDING 7] 
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* Teachers say that they are burdened with a number of non-academic functions such as 
Census enumeration, pulse polio administration etc, which take time away from 
teaching. Coupled with this, other dampening factors are inconvenient postings, lack of 
proper working conditions etc. All these factors should be taken care of so that teachers 
are able to perform their duties both in terms of quality and quantity. [FIN DING 6] 


* Pupil-teacher ratio has to be made more favourable as it has been found from the 
survey that number of pupil per teacher is on the higher side in most of the schools, 
often to the extreme degree. [FINDING 8] 


« Overall economic development of the block is an absolute must for reducing the 
number of never-enrolled and dropout students. These students are mainly engaged in 
earning their living due to poor economic conditions of the family. Financial help to 
students and poor families is required in this regard. The state through its various 
agencies should take measures in building shelters for the homeless, construct roads 
and make alternate arrangements for other infrastructural facilities required for the 
development of the area. [FINDING 12] 


= It is desirable that each and every school should have playground of its own and it 
should be in usable condition. However where such facilities are not available shared 
arrangements may be made through school cluster. Categorization of schools by 
availability of separate toilet facilities for girl students and teachers both male and 
female and drinking water facilities reveals that even these basic facilities have not 
been made available to all schools. Immediate care should be taken in this regard. 
[FINDING 13] 


« Textbooks do not reach the school before the start of academic session and this delay 
persists for several months into the season. Efforts for dispatch of books on time and in 
required number among the school students should be made. [FINDING 14] 


= Inspite of official arrangements, primary education is not really free. Vast majority of 
students go for private tuition for which the parents have to spend quite a significant 
amount, which cuts a sizeable proportion of their low income. To cater to this need of 
the student, quality teaching is the need of the hour. [FINDING 15] 


* An important element in the whole exercise is the community involvement -greater 
emphasis has to be laid on the role played by community members through Village 
Education Committee (VEC), Mother Teacher Associations (MTA) etc. [FINDING 17] 


In conclusion, overhauling of the entire educational system with regular inspection of 
schools by concerned authorities is required by providing adequate material and human 
facilities for ensuring hundred percent enrolment and retention of children 


The real constraints: National Curriculum Framework 2005 recommended by NCERT 
observed under the head "The Social Context of Education", page 9-10 that “If “free” 
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education is understood as the ‘removal of constraints’ to education, then we must realize 
the importance of other sectors of the state’s social policy for supporting and facilitating 
the achievement of UEE.” This is a fact of our life. Since the launching of liberalization 
of economic policy, inequality of wealth and income has reached an unprecedented level 
According to Human Development Report of UNDP published in 2002, rural poverty has 
reached an alarming depth This picture has become more grave as depicted in the 
subsequent report in 2005 where the Indian scenario has also been painted im some 
detail. The grave crisis on the agricultural front is evidenced by declining nutrition intake 
among rural families. These amply support observation of МСЕ 0১ regarding relevance 
of economic policies to spread of elementary education. 
Again according to National Curriculum Framework "05, "Globalization and the spread 
of market relations to every sphere of society have important implications for education. 
On the one hand, we are witnessing the increasing commercialization of education, and, 
on the other hand, inadequate public funding for education and the official thrust towards 
*alternative' schools. These factors indicate a shifting of responsibility for education from 
the state to the family and the community. We need to be vigilant about the pressures to 
commodify schools and the application of market-related concepts to schools and school 
quality. The increasingly competitive environment into which schools are being drawn 
and the aspirations of parents place a tremendous burden of stress and anxiety on all 
children, including the very young, to the detriment of personal growth and development, 
and thus hampering the inclusion of the joy of learning." 
We feel that in order to ensure the aim of UEE, it is desirable that the Union Government 
makes a comprehensive review of the policies and their implications for this national 
task. We refer here to the very positive stance taken by the Central Advisory Board on 
Education (CABE) committee under the chairmanship of Sri Kapil Sibal .The report says 
that the committee had requested National Institute of Educational Planning and 
Administration (NIEPA) to prepare an estimate of expenditure that would be required 
during the Eleventh Five Year Plan for ensuring elementary education as a fundamental 
right. NIEPA's formulation was not found acceptable by the committee for the reason 
that the estimate did not take into account the money that Government must spend to 
provide economic support to the weaker sections to enable them to send their children to 
school. 
One hopes that the Government reconsiders this approach with due importance. These 
measures are imperative for. removing the barriers to UEE, so that the goals of EFA are 
realized by 2010.
